with a big hole burned through 
its front. I call it 'Exhibit A' in 
dangerous clothing. 


I have witnesses to what 


happened. Pod Rogers, Star 
circulation manager, his son 
Bradford, and I were preparing 
to leave Hope for a night dinner 
in Texarkana, with Pod driving. 
I lighted a pipe and settled back 
to enjoy the trip. 


A hot coal from the pipe 


dropped on my shirt—and it 
burst into flames. Pod and I 
jointly beat out the fire. I wasn't 
burned but the shirt was a total 
loss, and we headed back to my 
house for a fresh outfit. 


I've burned holes in shirts 


and slacks as any pipe-smoker 
will—but never before has an 
article of clothing blazed up 
from merely a hot coal. 


I examined the shirt's label: 


"Super Spun, 65 per cent 
Dacron Polyster, 35 per cent 
Cotton, 
Maas 
Brothers, 


Florida." I bought that shirt in 
Sarasota, 
Fla., in 
1970— 


Florida's largest department 
store chain having a big store 
there. 


Personally I don't think much 


of the synthetic fabrics except 
nylon. I always shop for woolen 
or cotton clothes but sometimes 
they aren't available. 


I am researching the federal 


agencies to find the proper one 
to send this damaged shirt to 
for investigation as to what 
went wrong in the chemical 
consist of the fabric. Maas 
Brothers aren't responsible— 
but the chemist behind the 
fabric-maker is.

But this 
particular shirt did. I'm going 
to find out why, in the name of 
public safety. 


Budgeting 
system 
discussed 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers was scheduled to 
discuss the state's budgeting 
system today before the Ar- 
kansas Legislative Council. 


The governor was expected to 


talk about his proposal to allow 
intradepartment shifts of mon- 
ey and personnel unneeded in 
one agency to another agency. 


Bumpers has said that allow- 


ing the procedure would give 
the state more budgeting flexi- 
bility. 


Also on the council's agenda 


was a proposal by Sen. Robert 
Harvey of Swifton for a study 
of the feasibility and advis- 
iability of the state taking over 
the ownership and operation of 
the Southland Park greyhound 
race track at West Memphis. 


The council's Education Com- 


mittee met Thursday and voted 
to consider further a proposal 
to allow school districts to oper- 
ate classes the year-around if 
they desired. 


The committee instructed the 


council staff to draft a bill for 
study that would authorize the 
year-wound operations. 


There has been talk that 


some school districts, because 
of overcrowding, would have to 
go to a system where the 
schools are open the year- 
around and students attend on 
staggered nine-month terms.

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Naked came

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - 


Three state tax agents were 
sent naked into the street and 
another was held hostage for 
eight hours by a black busi- 
nessman who demanded—and 
got—a meeting with Gov. Win- 
field Dunn over a $167 tax dis- 
pute. 


The businessman, identified 


by police as LaSaunders Hud- 
son, 29, met with Dunn over 
Negro problems for an hour 
Thursday at a downtown hotel. 
He claimed he didn't owe the 
$167 in back sales taxes be- 
cause of what he called Ten- 
nessee's wilful refusal "to deal 
with the needs of the black citi- 
zens of the state." 


After the meeting, police took 


Hudson, co-owner of a dry 
cleaning firm, into custody 
without charge. He was held 
overnight in the Memphis jail 
pending a police meeting today 
with the district attorney. Po- 
lice said Hudson's lawyer re- 
quested that he not be ques- 
tioned until today. 


Don Duncan, in his early 30s, 


was held hostage at pistol point 
until Dunn flew to Memphis 
from the state capital in Nash- 
ville. Duncan was treated at a 
hospital for hands swollen from 
being bound and was released. 


The incident began when the 


four agents went to Hudson's 
cleaning firm Thursday morn- 
ing to collect back sales taxes. 
They returned shortly before 
noon after they learned the 
check Hudson gave them would 
not clear the bank. 


At this point, Hudson pulled a 


gun on-the four agents and or- 
dered three of them to remove 
their clothes and walk into the 
street, according 
to Vince 


Tuminello, one of the agents re- 
leased. "He said he would kill 
him (Duncan) if we did not 
strip to the skin," Tuminello 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has passed a budget- 
breaking $28.fi-billion appropria- 
tions bill for two major depart- 
ments, perhaps inviting a presi- 
dential veto and stirring an 
election-year debate. 


By a vote of 277 to 60 Thurs- 


day night, the House approved 
$1.27 billion more than Presi- 
dent Nixon had requested for 
the departments of I^bor, and 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


The measure sent to the Sen- 


ate carries funds for the fiscal 
year starting July 1, most of it 
for health and education pro- 
grams. 


The bill is similar to two pre- 


vious money measures vetoed 
by the President because the 
amounts far exceeded his pref- 
erences. 


Republican leader Gerald R. 


Ford of Michigan, supporting a 
last-ditch losing drive to cut out 
the increases, warned that the 
bill faced a veto if the boosts 
were retained. 


The House ignored the warn- 


ing and voted down the slash 
amendment, 209 to 137. 


Before the fina1 ••"?«, Demo- 


cratic leader Hale Hoggs of 
I/misiana told the House that, 
if the President "wants to veto 
the bill, that's his privilege. 
We'll bring it back and try to 
override." 


Some Democrats said they 


doubt that the President would 
find it politically feasible to re- 
ject a bill financing popular 
health, education and welfare 
programs while, at the same 
time, readying a request for 
more money for the Vietnam 
war. If he did so, the Demo- 
crats would have a certain 
campaign issue. 


The $1.27 billion added to the 


bill included $912 million rec- 


ommended by the Appropria- 
tions Committee for various 
programs and $364 million tack- 
ed on by a floor amendment for 
elementary 
and 
secondary 


school programs. 


Also included were com- 


mittee additions of $347.7 mil- 
lion for the National Institutes 
of Health and $263.6 million for 
health services and mental 
health programs.

which

Reserve Disaster Inventory." 


The HDRI unit is furnished free 
of charge and the hospital's 
only responsibility is to store 
the supplies and rotate limited 
shelf-life items to insure fresh 
supplies at all times. 


Under the agreement with the 


federal government, the HDRI 
supplies used to provide care 
under disaster conditions are 
resupplied to the participating 
hospital.

CHICAGO (AP) - Kim 


Kadas, found 11 days 
ago 


swimming off Key West, Fla., 
is back home in East Chicago, 
Ind., today, the mystery of his 
identity solved. 


But for the family, who ar- 


rived with their 16-year-old son 
this week at O'Hare Inter- 
national Airport, there remains 
the matter of figuring out how 
Kim: 


—Managed to get to Florida 


after disappearing 
from his 


home April 11. 


—Survived what Florida po- 


lice estimate as between 11 and 
12 hours in the waters off Key 
West. 


—Developed amnesia 
that 


wouldn't allow him to remem- 
ber who he was, and set scores 
of parents of missing sons to 
calling him in the hope that he 
might be theirs. 


Kadas' identity was con- 


firmed when Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Kadas flew Wednesday to 
Key West. Dorothy Kadas said 
her son stared at her for a 
short time when they met in 
the Key West police station, 
then recognized her. 


Kim says his first recollec- 


tion was finding himself in the 
ocean about four miles off- 
shore. He said he spotted a 
beacon and swam for it. 


Key West police Set. Earl L. 


McCain said Kadas was shri- 
veled from exposure to water 
when he arrived at the highway 
patrol office June 4. He was 
wearing swimming trunks, and 
had a knife, compass and can 
opener. 


The HDRI unit contains 


supplies which the hospital will 
use in its daily operations. At 
the same time, it will continue 
its normal rate of procurement. 


There is enough supplies at 


all times to allow provision for 
disaster care without relying on 
outside sources. The plan helps 
the hospital assure the com- 
munity of adequate disaster 
care and also achieves an 
automatic rotation of limited 
shelf-life items. 


The state was divided into 


five regions with the Branch 
General Hospital being chosen 
for the southwest part of the 
state. Little Rock was chosen 
for the central part; Walnut 
Ridge, the eastern; Fayet- 
teville, the western; and 
Blytheville for the northeastern 
part. Other hospitals may be 
added at a later date. 


A spokesman for the hospital 


commented. "I 
think the 


community will rest easier 
knowing that a pre-packaged 
plan is available for ready use 
in the event of a disaster."

Bombing sever// impairing 
Vietnam's conventional war

SAIGON i API - U.S. war- 


plnnes hammered North Viet- 
nam with a record .150 strikes 
Thursday, including attacks on 
three MIG air bases, a naval 
base and an anny barracks, 
hut stayed 60 miles away from 
Hanoi because Soviet President 
Nikolai Podgorny is there. 


"Almost all of the raids were 


in the southern part of North 
Vietnam, and none was very 
close to Hanoi," a U.S. spokes- 
man said. "The combination of 
l>txxl weather and lucrative Uir- 
i;ets was the reason for the 
high number of strikes " 


U.S. informants termed the 


suspension of bombing in the 
Hanoi-Haiphong area a show of 
Kood will toward the Soviet Un- 
ion and a precautionary meas- 
ure to avoid any incidents dur- 
ing Podgorny's meetings with 
North Vietnamese leaders. 


In the air strikes on the MIG 


bases, Air Force F4 Phantom 
pilots reported cutting runways 
and taxiways at the Hai Thung, 
Khe Phat and 
Quan 
I-ang 


bases. 


Navy pilots flying off the car- 


rier Midway attacked the Hai 
Yen naval ba.st; six miles north- 
east of Vinh and reported dam- 
aging one pier and destroying 
two supply boats 


The Badong army barracks, 


20 miles northwest of Dong Hoi, 
also was reported damaged. 


B52 bombers hit the Dong Hoi 


area, 45 miles north of the de- 
militarized zone, for the ninth 
successive day, keeping up a 


campaign to destroy war mate- 
rials 
and 
installations 
that 


could support an attack on Hue, 
!)0 miles to the southeast. 


From north of Saigon, Associ- 


ated Press correspondent Peter 
Arnfft reported from Highway 
l.'i that the attempt to clear the 
road to An I/>c and lift the 71- 
day-old siege of the city was 
delayed Thursday by a 100-rnan 
North Vietnamese attack on a 
government force clearing the 
road 


The attack was made about 


four miles south of An I/>c, and 
American advisers said they 
didn't think there were that 
many North Vietnamese left in 
the area. 


South Vietnamese casualties 


were reported light, but two ar- 
rnored personnel carriers were 
destroyed 
before 
the North 


Vietnamese pulled back after 
two hours of fighting, Arnett

Nosebleeds ore 
common in youth 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.I). 
Dear Dr. Lamb—What can 


you 
tell 
me 
about nose- 


bleeding? My 7-year-old has 
them quite often. Now I am 
about to climb the walls. I 
have 
had her 
to 
several 


specialists and they all seem 
to say the same thing: she 
will outgrow it, don't let her 
pick her nose and buy her a 
cool air humidifier because 
her nose is too dry. 


One doctor cauterized her 


nose twice, but says she is 
too young to do this too 
often". They all told me that 
when her nose bleeds, to 
either pack it with cotton or 
apply pressure of something 
else, but they don't under- 
stand the way I feel seeing 
her nose starting to bleed 
and just when 1 really start 
to panic over all the blood 
she is losing, it will stop. 


What really can be done, 


and what can I give her to 
build up her system 
from 


losing all the blood? 


Dear Reader—The doctors 


you have seen have given 
you very good, sound advice, 
which 
is usually what is 


recommended for this prob- 
lem. 


Most bleeding from 
the 


nose occurs in the soft part. 
Either putting a pack in the 
nose or pressing the soft tip 
against the head part and 
pinching the nose tip often 
helps 
stop bleeding. Cold 


water also helps. In some 
cases if there is a super- 
ficial blood vessel near the 
end of the nose, it can be 
cauterixed and this will con- 
trol future bleeding. 


It 
is usually true that 


many nosebleeds will stop on 
their own. If the bleeding 
continues, 
of 
course, 
the 


child or even an older per- 
son, 
must be taken to the 


doctor 
for 
treatment, or 


sometimes a more effective 
nose pack. 


Although it always looks 


like a lot of blood, some- 
times the amount of blood 
really isn't very great in 
terms 
of 
the 
number of 


tablespoons of blood lost. A 
little blood spreads out over 
a large area. Even so, if a 
person has repealed frequent 
nosebleeds, they may well 
lose too much iron, just the 
same as a woman in her 
child-bearing years may lose 
too much iron. This would 
manifest itself by an anemia 
and can be checked by a 
simple blood test. If this 
should be true, the amount 
of iron in the diet would 
need to be increased and this 
can usually be accomplished 
through a good normal diet 
with perhaps a little more 
concentration on food items 
that contain iron. Otherwise, 
the body is perfectly capable 
of generating enough blood 
to take care of most ordi- 
nary nosebleeds. 


Rarely, nosebleeds are as- 


sociated 
w i t b 
important 


medical problems, but usual- 
ly the nosebleeds in children 
are not They are more of a 
nuisance than a danger. 


Of course yon are upset 


when it occurs. Any good 
mother would be, but there 
really isn't a great deal 
more to be done than has al- 
ready been recommended to 
you.

leader in a House probe of or- 
ganized crime's alleged

fluence on sports accused a 
multimillion-dollar sports cor- 
poration today of doing busi- 
ness "very much like organized 
crime." 


Rep. Sam Steiger, R-Ariz., 


who has been carrying on a 
personal battle against the Em- 
prise Corp. of Buffalo, N.Y., for 
several years, made the allega- 
tion during a hearing of the 
House Select Committee on 
Crime. 


On the witness stand at the 


time was Max Jacobs, who, 
with his brother, Jeremy, runs 
Emprise. 


"Not only does Emprise do 


business 
with 
organized 


crime," Steiger said, "but they 
do business very much like or- 
ganized crime. 


"They intimidate, they bribe, 


they promote conflicts of inter- 
est," he said. 


Jeremy Jacobs, president of 


Fmprise also was to testify to- 
day—probably later this after- 
noon. 


Jeremy Jacobs submitted a 


prepared statement, which was 


distributed to the press, in 
which he denied that the Em- 
prise Corp. had done anything 
wrong. 


Jacobs said, "We have been 


victimized by unsubstantiated 
charges of misconduct and un- 
warranted 
rumors 
of 
im- 


propriety. I am not a gangster. 
I am not a criminal I have nev- 
er been engaged in criminal ac- 
tivities of any sort. I know the 
same can be said of my father, 
my mother, my brothers and 
sisters. 


"Yet, I find myself today in 


the position of having to defend 
myself, my family and my cor- 
poration," Jacobs said in his 
statement. "Indeed, it is no se- 
cret that at least one of our 
critics. Congressman Steiger, 
has stated publicly that it is his 
avowed intention to put Em- 
prise out of business." 


Steiger's comments came 


while he was questioning Max 
Jacobs 
about 
alleged con- 


nections between Emprise and 
various men named by the Jus- 
tice Department as Mafia fig- 
ures. 


Steiger said the Securities 


and Exchange Commission had 


ruled Emprise concealed its in- 
terest in the Tucson Turf Club 
in Arizona, and the Arkansas 
and New Mexico racing com- 
missions had found Emprise 
was not desirable. Jacobs de- 
nied the SEC had ruled against 
Emprise, saying the ruling was 
against the Tucson club. But he 
later said Emprise had owned 
86 per cent of the club at the 
time. 


Steiger said in his opinion the 


decision by the Arkansas rac- 
ing commission was based on 
Emprise's alleged connection 
with organized crime.

NEW YORK (AP) - It would 


be difficult to single out any 
one industry as being more on 
the defensive than another to- 
day, 
as 
government, con- 


sumers, environmentalists and 
others 
challenge 
old pre- 


rogatives. 


But you can say with con- 


fidence that the advertising in- 
dustry at the moment is high 
on the list of those arguing the 
case most vociferously, if only 
because articulation is their 
product. 


Paul C. Harper, Jr., chair- 


man of Needham, Harper & 
Steers, Inc., summarized the 
industry's attitude toward at- 
tacks from government and 
consumers in a speech earlier 
this year to the Hollywood Ra- 
dio & Television Society. 


He called it "A Fireside Chat 


ith Commissioner 
X," who 


could be a member of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission, the Federal Drug Ad- 
ministration or staff members 
of these groups. 


"Let's take the six most com- 


mon complaints about advertis- 
ing," said Harper, "and ask 
whether they are justified and, 
if so, who should take correc- 
tive action." 


The first complaint, as he 


sees it: "Much advertising is 
untruthful. 


His response to Commission- 


er X: "Very little advertising 
tells overt lies, and that which 
does should be stamped out. 
Unfortunately, some advertis- 
ing still uses half-truths, or im- 
plies qualities or quantities that 
are not there. 


"Difficult though it may be to 


establish standards, our in- 
dustry, through the new Nation- 
al Advertising Review Board, 
will, I am sure, come to grips 
with the problem ... Failing 
that, we should fully expect 
government action." 


Second complaint: "Advertis- 


ing affects overt behavior ad- 
versely." 


In respect to the charge that 


violent ads promote violent be- 
havior in children, 
Harper 


claimed the area needs addi- 
tional study. "If there is clear 
evidence of a cause and effect 
relationship, then advertising 
and-or programming should be 
modified by self-regulation, or 
by government action if neces- 
sary." 


Third complaint: "There is 


too much advertising." 


"Yes," said Harper, "there 


is. Too much for me. Too much 
for our industry's good. And too 
much for the public." In the 
past five years, he states, there 
is evidence that the 60-second 
commercial has declined in ef- 
fectiveness by 20 per cent, 
"presumably due to clutter." 


His conclusion: "I believe 


that increasing clutter is hav- 
ing a devastating effect on pub- 
lic confidence in, and accept- 
ance of, advertising, and unless 
voluntary measures are taken 
it remains a wide open area for 
government intervention." 


Fourth complaint: "Much of 


advertising is in bad taste." 
True, he said. It applies "all 
the way from irrelevant sexual 
allusions to the discussions of 
stomach disorders at meal- 
time." 


His solution: A matter for the 


industry's conscience. "When 
the government sets standards 
of taste, it preempts the edito- 
rial function, and freedom of 
speech will ultimately be im- 
paired." 
. . 
Fifth complaint: -Advertising 


fosters monopoly." Said Har- 


per: "Here the proposal is that 
a ceiling should be imposed on 
advertising 
dollars—or 
that 


after a certain share level, al- 
lowable 
advertising dollars 


should be decreased ... " 


"Sheer tinkering," was his 


answer. Those forbidden ad dol- 
lars, he argued, would merely 
be spent in other forms of pro- 
motion "and the effect on eco- 
nomic concentration will re- 
main roughly the same." 


Sixth complaint: "Advertis- 


ing is wasteful economically. 


"What this theory totally ig- 


nores are the intangible values 
of the free market. If you be- 
lieve in competition, you have 
to let producers compete. 


"The economic cost of damp- 


ening down this process by ex- 
cessive retulation would, I sus- 
pect, be far greater than the 
cost of brand proliferation as 
we now have it."

DDT turned out to be time bomb 


NEW YORK (AP) — DDT, 


once hailed as one of man's 
greatest weapons against dis- 
ease and crop damage, turned 
out to be a time bomb. 


It killed the mosquitoes that 


carried malaria in many parts 
of the world and it killed the 
insects that destroyed much of 
man's food crops. 


But it upset the balance of 


nature, and sometimes 
left 


things worse than they were at 
first. It turned out to be so per- 
sistent that it spread through- 
out the world, perhaps on the 
winds, moved quietly into the 
food chain, resting finally in 
Antarctic penguins and in man. 


The fight against the use of 


DDT became the symbol of the 
new environmental movement 
and the decision on Wednesday 


by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency banning virtually 
all uses of DDT in the United 
States is a landmark victory 
for the environmentalists. 


"This is a jubilant day for 


us," said Roderick Cameron of 
the 
Environmental 
Defense 


Fund on Long Island, N.Y., a 
prime mover, with the National 
Audubon Society, in the fight. 


"The important thing now," 


Cameron said, "is to have gov- 
ernment and scientists educate 
farmers on the many safe and 
effective alternatives to DDT, 
the integrated control tech- 
niques." 


The federal decision allows a 


few uses estimated at requiring 
less than 1 per cent of the 14 
million pounds of DDT now sold 
annually in this country. DDT 


shipments abroad, some 26 mil- 
lion pounds yearly, are not af- 
fected. 


Both product formulators and 


environmentalists immediately 
went to court over the EPA rul- 
ing. 


The formulators asked the 


federal appeals court in New 
Orleans to set aside the EPA 
order, and the environmental- 
ists went to federal court in 
Washington seeking to elimi- 
nate the exceptions from the 
order. 


DDT—dichlorodiphenyl trich- 


lorethane—is one of a family of 
chemicals developed after 
World War II. Among its first 
uses were attempts to control 
the beetle that causes Dutch 
elm disease and the lice that 
spread typhus. 


But it is not easily broken 


down by the normal chemical 
activity of living things. There 
is no proof of any human death 
from DDT, but it is blamed for 
having wiped out great popu- 
lations of birds and fish. 


A U.N. study last year esti- 


mated that there may be one 
billion pounds of DDT in the 
biosphere. Much of this can be 
expected to find its way into 
the oceans. 


Because DDT caused cancer 


in strains of mice, some scien- 
tists warned that it was a po- 
tential threat to man. 


Arsenic, a semimetallic ele- 


ment, combines with hydrogen 
to form arsine, an extremely 
poisonous gas.

Brewster Jr. says, "The Con- 
stitution is too important to 
leave to the courts. And politics 
is too important to leave to the 
politicians." 


"It's a terrible American 


weakness to believe that if 
you've got a problem all you 
have to do is pass a law," he 
says. "It may be important to 
pass Uie law and observe it, but 
even more important in the 
long run is the active concern 
of the private citizen for the 
values involved." 


In the past two months, 


Brewster has been following his 
own advice—stepping outside 
the customary aloofness of his 
office on several occasions to 
publicly criticize the Indochina

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war and some of President Nix- 
on's domestic policies. 


In an interview at Yale, 


Brewster said the Nixon admin- 
istration has been "excessively 
impatient" with constitutional 
safeguards—but he added that 
Nixon is only continuing a his- 
torical trend toward more im- 
perious and more distant gov- 
ernment. 


"There's been a lot of buck- 


passing in the constitutional 
field," he said. "Everybody ex- 
pects that defending the Con- 
stitution is somebody else's job. 
And not enough attention to the 
fact that basically 
Uie Con- 


stitution, as an expression of a 
value system, is everybody's 
business." 


At a time of increased dis- 


tance between government and 
citizens, he said, it is more 
than a question of one issue. 
"I'm encouraging others, not to 
agree with me, but to be con- 
cerned about the problem" and 
to speak up or join groups or 
take part in some other way, 
he said. 


Brewster has spoken out be- 


fore on public issues but rarely 
with the regularity of recent 
weeks. This activism—like that 
of several other college presi- 
dents— surfaced 
two 
months 


ago with the stepped-up bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam and Uie 
mining of NorUi Vietnamese 
ports. He said at Uie time that 
he disapproved of disruptive 
demonstrations and was seek- 
ing another form of protest for 
his students. 


Uite last month, he told grad- 


uating seniors at Notre Dame 
University that "deep divisions, 
disapprovals, and distrust ... 
have been sown throughout the 
land by the 'if you are not for 
me, you are against me' rhetor- 
ic of the President, the vice 
president and other adminis- 
tration spokesmen." 


In a baccalaureate address to 


Yale seniors last Sunday and in 
the interview, Brewster praised 
students

for Sen. 


George McGovern, such groups 
as the American Civil Liberties 
Union and peace groups which 
he said had been pilloried a 
decade ago when they advo- 
cated a nuclear arms agree- 
ment. New forms of citizen par- 
ticipation are needed too, he 
said, but he offered no new sug- 
gestions.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Russians have reduced their 
naval 
concentration in the 


South China Sea to its lowest 
level since the United States 
mined the entrances to North 
Vietnamese ports in early May. 


This development, reported 


by Pentagon sources, is taken 
as a possibly conclusive in- 
dication that the Russians will 
not attempt any naval demon- 
stration or. other military action 
to pressure the United States 
into removing the mine bar- 
riers that have cut off seaborne 
supplies for North Vietnam. 


About 13 Soviet surface war- 


ships, submarines and support- 
ing oilers had been concen- 
trated loosely in two groups at 
sea anchorages some 600 to 700 
miles east of the Vietnamese 
coast. 


U.S. reconnaissance planes 


have kept them under observa- 
tion and Pentagon sources re- 
port a partial breakup of the 
concentration. 


They said a Soviet guided 


missile destroyer and a guided 
missile frigate recently sailed 
northeastward toward the Sea 
of Japan. That course suggests 
the two warships are bound for 
Vladivostok, Russia's main Far 
Eastern fleet base. 


Another Soviet destroyer and 


an oiler were said to have sail- 
ed on a southwesterly course, 
apparently headed for the In- 
dian Ocean by the way of the 
Straits of Malacca. In addition, 
two missile-firing submarines 
have moved to positions east of 
Taiwan and a third sub north- 
east of the Philippines. These 
submarines, too, may be head- 
ed for Vladivostok. 


That leaves a Russian cruis- 


er, guided-missile frigate and 
destroyer, plus an oiler and a 
merchant-type tanker at the 
South China Sea anchorage., 
One missile submarine also re- 
mains in that area. 


In addition, the sources said 


a Russian tank-landing ship re- 
turning from the Indian Ocean 
bypassed the anchorage and 
sailed straight for home wa- 
ters. 


Some senior Nixon adminis- 


tration officials anticipated So- 
viet counteraction shortly after 
the U.S. Navy closed North 
Vietnamese ports with min- 
efields. 


Henry is

WASHINGTON (AP) - Hen- 


ry Kissinger has embarked on 
yet another mission of personal 
diplomacy, but his fourth trip 
to China remained 
somewhat 


mysterious despite the public 
announcements. 


President Nixon's adviser for 


national security affairs left 
Washington Thursday night on 
the first leg of the trip that will 
take him to China Monday. He 
planned a weekend rest stop in 
Hawaii. 


The official statement said 


Kissinger would hold "concrete 
consultations with Chinese lead- 
ers to further the normalization 
of relations between the United 
States and the Peoples Repub- 
lic of China and continue the 
exchange of views on issues of 
common interest." 


The only concrete word he 


had for newsmen at his depar- 
ture from Andrews Air Force 
Base outside Washington was a 
definite "no" when asked if he 
would visit Hanoi. 


The White House encouraged 


the notion that Vietnam could 
occupy a prominent place in 
discussions, but it discounted 
rumors of any relationship with 
the travels of Soviet 'President 
Nikolai V. Podgorny in neigh- 
boring North Vietnam.

LITTLE ROCK, (AP) - "I 


don't think there will be any 
great maneuvering to see who 
is the underdog—I can gen- 
uinely lay claim to that," says 
Dr. Wayne Babbitt, the Re- 
publican candidate for the U.S.

Liberalization 
of requirements 
OKd by board 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Social Services Board 
voted Thursday to liberalize re- 
quirements for disabled persons 
to receive welfare assistance. 


State Social Services Com- 


missioner Dalton Jennings esti- 
mated that 2,000 to 2,500 per- 
sons now would be eligible for 
monthly welfare grants.

400-500

WASHINGTON (AP) - Al- 


lied forces have reported de- 
stroying between 400 and 500- 
plus North Vietnamese tanks 
since the enemy offensive be-, 
gan, Pentagon sources say. 


The tally coincides with a 


sharp dropoff in reported sight- 
ings of North Vietnamese tanks 
operating in the battle sectors 
and staging areas. 


Taken together, these factors 


could indicate that the North 
Vietnamese have lost much of 
the armored power that helped 
them score important advances 
in the early stages of the offen- 
sive launched in late March. 


U.S. analysts estimated sev- 


eral weeks ago that the North 
Vietnamese army had sent up 
to 600 Soviet-built tanks into the 
Indochina fighting. 


Meanwhile, day-in, day-out 


U.S. bombing of North Viet- 
nam's rail lines and U.S. min- 
efields in the entrances of its 
ports are blocking replacement 
of armored vehicles from the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China, officials say. 


The air-interdiction campaign 


is destroying stockpiles of gaso- 
line and oil needed to run the 
tanks, which burn about a gal- 
lon a mile. Petroleum supplies 
are not being replaced from 
outside North Vietnam, accord- 
ing to current assessments. 


There are variations in offi- 


cial estimates of the tanks de- 
stroyed. Defense sources ac- 
knowledge the likelihood of 
some duplication in reports and 
of some overly bullish claims. 


Nevertheless, officials 
say 


they are confident the toll of 
North Vietnamese armor has 
been very heavy. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff ac- 


cept as accurate the U.S. Viet- 
nam command's count of more 
than 420 North Vietnamese 
tanks destroyed between March 
30 and June 9, the last date 
covered by the most recent 
summary. 


Another compilation cited in 


an official military rundown 
lists better than 530 enemy 
tanks destroyed in South Viet- 
nam, North Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia. 


Of these, the South Vietnam- 


ese army and air force are 
credited with more than 300 
tanks, the U.S. Air Force with 
about 130 and the remainder di- 
vided among U.S. Navy fighter 
bombers and warship 
guns, 


Marine jets and Army helicop- 
ters. 


Reports from the field say 


that 500-pound bombs 
have 


been highly effective in knock- 
ing out tanks. Other weapons 
that have scored well are light 
antitank rockets used by South 
Vietnamese infantrymen, ac- 
cording to U.S. military offi- 
cials.

He makes a lot of money 


when he is working, but he is 
hired only for 13 weeks at a 
clip. The show buys the suits he 
wears on stage—$400 tailor- 
made ones—and he has 10 of 
them which he wears in rota- 
tion. His shirts and ties are his 
own investment, and to make 
sure his linen is perfect, he 
pays $1 a shirt to have them 
hand-laundered and ironed. 


He gets $15 haircuts—and is 


likely to be deluged by irate 
viewer mail when he changes 
hair style or barbers. When he 
decided to let his locks grow 
discretely longer, he really 
heard it from the lady viewers 
in the Midwest. 


He tapes eight programs in 


two days. With studying the 
questions for upcoming pro- 
grams and fan mail, he works 
about two weeks out of the 
month. 


Daytime viewers know him 


as Art James and he is cur- 
rently visible as the sympa- 
thetic and gentle host of NBC's 
"Who, 
What 
and 
Where 


Game." After a quiet and wob- 
bly start more than two years 
ago, it has been perking along 
smoothly. 


James sort of crept up on his 


specialty. He decided to get 
into show business when acting 
in a theatrical group during his 
student days at Wayne State 
University in Detroit, near his 
hometown of Dearborn. 


After graduation, Art was a 


radio disc jockey, became a ra- 
dio announcer in Detroit and 
eventually arrived in New York 
as announcer on "Concentra- 
tion" when Hugh Downs was 
the host. James occasionally 
substituted for Downs on the 
game show and as announcer 
on the late-night "Jack Paar 
Show." He left to take over his 
own show, "Say When," which 
was on the network for four 
years. 


"A game show has to be one

Woman begins 
50th year as 
'carilloneur' 


BERKELEY. Calif. (AP) - 


Despite her 78 years and wispy 
101 pounds, Margaret Murdock 
proved she still hus the beat as 
she began her 50th year as ca- 
rillonneur on the University of 
California campus. 


"I'm a IX)L, (little old lady) 


you know and it's a bit of a 
workout," Miss Murdock said 
Thursday, explaining that she 
has cut her concerts on the 
huge bells down to twice a 
week.

Murdock beamed while tele- 
vision cameras recorded her 
bouncing from key to key. 


She said she was looking for- 


ward to being at home for eve- 
ning telecasts featuring part of 
her concert. 


A native of San Francisco, 


she took a degree in economics 
and 11 master's in education at 
the University of California and 
served us credentials counselor 
until retiring in 195!). 


The first master carillonneur 


she served with was l>r. Henry 
King. She has, through the 
years, been an assistant to his 
three successors, including the 
present master, John Noycs. 


Besides daily concerts when 


school is in session, the bells 
have greeted foreign visitors 
with their native songs and 
played the anthems of many 
nations during a U.N. session 
on the campus. 


Miss Murdock plays from the 


music, and over the years has 
transcribed some 1,500 pieces 
for a sizable repertoire. 


Once when she burst out with 


a Doxology ("Glory to God!"), 
she recalled, the university 
switchboard lit up with callers 
wanting to know if the legisla- 
ture had passed the budget.

associate director in Chicago, 
said he is not totally satisfied 
with the compromise but thinks 
it averted a legal challenge.

years ago, an estimated 60,000 
to 100,000 Catholics across the 
country now are involved. 


The "charismatic revival," 


it's sometimes called. 


It is bringing a "breath of the 


Holy Spirit 
to enliven the 


church once more," the Rev. 
Edward O'Connor, a Roman 
Catholic theologian, says in a 
recent issue of St. Anthony 
Messenger. 


The phenomenon broke out in 


main-line Protestant churches 
about 10 years earlier and esti- 
mates put the total now in- 
volved at more than 500,000. 


"It is drawing people closer 


to the Lord," says the Rev. 
Kenneth L. Pagard, a Baptist 
pastor in Chula Vista, Calif., 
and leader in the rising tide of 
Pentecostal-type devotion. 


"Baptism in the Spirit," is a 


key aspect of it, an experience 
which participants say ordinar- 
ily occurs in group prayer and 
gives people a deepened sense 
of closeness to God and to each 
other.

tions of it are broadly ecume- 
nical, the Notre Dame gather- 
ing was largely Catholic, with a 
sprinkling of Protestants. 


All of them brought stones of 


new 
groups 
springing 
up 


around the country in homes, 
churches and borrowed halls. 
The first nonterritorial Catholic 
Pentecostal parish-the "Com- 
munity of the Holy Spirit 
recently was established in M. 
Charles, 111., a Chicago suburb. 


As the movement has ex- 


panded, it has come under 
sharpening analysis. 


Kevin Ranaghan, coauthor of 


"Catholic Pentecostals," pub- 
lished by Paulist Press, told the 
Notre Dame meeting that par- 
ticipants must avoid attitudes 
suggesting they are a "special 
'in group' or select few who 
have the whole truth." 


Besides the characteristics of 


intense prayer, spontaneous 
singing, reported healings and 
heightened sense of mutual con- 
cern, one of the movement's 
most mystifying aspects is 
praising God in an "unknown 
tongue," an outpouring of syl- 
lables called glossolalia. 


Dr. John P. Kildahl, a New 


York psychologist who has 
studied the phenomenon, says 
persons experiencing tongues- 
speaking usually have gone 
through an anxiety crisis and 
find relief from it. 


In a book published by Har- 


per and Row, "The Psychology 
of Speaking in Tongues," he 
says the new confidence result- 
ing from glossolalia extends to 
all areas of a person's life, 
making him bolder in business 
and personal relationships. 


However, he concludes that 


"tongues-speaking is a learned 
phenomenon" acquired in a 
suggestive atmosphere resem- 
bling hypnosis. 


A linguistic expert, William 


Samarin of the University of 
Toronto, says in another book, 
"Tongues of Men and Angels," 
issued 
by Macmillan, 
that 


tongues-speaking is a kind of 
"pseudolanguage," like be-bop 
singing.

HISTORIC TOWNS 


IN PERIL 


LONDON (AP) - One fifth 


of Britain's historic towns will 
be destroyed archeologically 
within the next 20 years, says a 
report presented at a con- 
ference organized by the Coun- 
cil for British Archeology. 


Of 1,180 towns in Britain, 


more than 900 are considered to 
be historic, that is, to have 
reached urban status before AD 
1750. More than 800 of these still 
possess archeological deposits 
and buildings worthy of investi- 
gation or preservation. More 
than half of them are severely 
threatened by immediate or 
planned redevelopment.
